U.S. eager for arms limits

C arter, on an E aster holiday today at 
the hom e of his son, Jack, in this north 
G eorgia textile town, said he has had 
"p riv ate m essages” from Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev assuring him the 
R ussians are determ ined to continue 
arm s talks. 
He disclosed his com m unications 
with Brezhnev at a brief news con­ 
ference Friday on arrival in Georgia. 
C arter called the m essages "a routine 
sort of exchange, nothing dram atic or 
startling, no new concepts.” But he 
described them as "encouraging." 
C arter noted that a month rem ains 
before Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei 
Gromyko 
resum e 
strategic 
arm s lim itation treaty negotiations in 
Geneva 
"D uring that period of tim e, we will 
be reassessing some of the objections 
that the Soviets have raised to see if 
there is som e alternative that would be 
equally fair to both sides, and we are 
now m aking projections of our own 
level of nuclear arm am ents in the 
num ber of missiles, the num ber of 
w arheads, the throw-weight and the 
diversity of nuclear capability that 
would be in existence in 1985, if our 


proposal was accepted,” the President 
said. 
"If during this re-analysis we show 
that there is any inequity there, we will 
be very eager to change it. My own 
opinion so far, and I have done a good 
bit of work on it, even since the Moscow 
talks, is that our proposal was fair and

Madison Township will be opened in 
Columbus May 5 by the Ohio D epart­ 
ment of Transportation. 
The program m ed estim ate fop the 
project is $85,000. The im provem ent 
project will be financed with Federal- 
Aid Off System Roads program and 
county funds, according to the Ohio 
D epartm ent of Transportation. 
The existing one-lane posted bridge 
over the north fork of Paint Creek will 
be replaced with a one-span (82 feet), 
pre-cast, pre-stressed, concrete non- 
com posite box beam bridge on capped 
pile abutm ents. The deck will be 28 feet 
wide between deep beam guardrail 
with a handrail, will be water-proofed 
prior to placem ent of a two and one-half 
inch asphalt concrete wearing surface. 
Local access will be m aintained 
during the project. However, the Ohio 
D epartm ent 
of Transportation said 
through traffic will be routed around 
the replacem ent site over White Oak 
Road, H arrison Road and W issler Road 
during construction. 
The estim ated completion date for 
the project is Septem ber 30.

M ideastern countries that if we don’t 
succeed this year in some m ajor step 
tow ard peace that it will be a long tim e 
before we can mount such a m am m oth 
m ulti-national effort ag ain ,” C arter 
said. 
—His $50 tax rebate has "a good 
chance to p ass” when Congress returns 
from E aster recess on April 18. C arter 
called the rebate necessary to spur 
consum er buying and the best way to 
return $11 billion in governm ent under­ 
spending and over-taxing 
"I think the best thing to do with this 
extra money is to return it to the tax ­ 
payers im m ediately,” said 
C arter, 
adding that he doesn’t want to "link" 
the rebate to any trading for w ater 
projects, a higher m inim um wage or 
larger farm price supports.

Jerusalem 
com m em orated 
C hrist’s 
walk from the Praetorium , where he 
was sentenced to death, to Calvary, 
where he was nailed to the cross. The 
participants in the cerem onies stopped 
at the 14 stations where, it is believed, 
Christ stopped on his way to Calvary. 
The faithful filed into the dark halls 
of Jeru salem ’s Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre as the bells of the crusader- 
era church pealed mournfully. 
According to Christian tradition, the 
church stands on the sites of Calvary 
and C hrist’s tomb. At its entrance 
pilgrim s knelt to kiss the m arble stone 
of unction said to m ark the spot where 
C hrist’s body was wrapped in a shroud. 
The procession along Jeru salem ’s 
ancient "Street of Sorrow” was led by 
Greek Orthodox Archbishop Simon of 
Jerash. Normally the Orthodox E aster 
com es one or two weeks after the 
Roman Catholic E aster, but when they 
coincide, as they do this year, the 
churches alternate in leading the Good 
F riday procession. 
The procession in the Colosseum was 
beam ed by satellite to 22 countries, 
including the United States. 
E arlier, in St. P ete r’s Basilica, the 
Pope joined in a solemn Good Friday 
cerem ony before 23 cardinals and an 
estim ated 10,000 worshipers 
The Pope took off his shoes and shed 
his m itre, ring and other sym bols of 
authority, then walked slowly to a 
crucifix. As it was unveiled, he sank 
painfully to his knees on a pillow 
The 
Gospel 
account 
of 
C hrist’s 
passion and death was chanted in 
Latin, the baritone voice of the Christ 
figure contrasting with the shrill tones 
of the Sistine Choir of men and boys, 
chanting the p art of the crowd.

Federal aid misdirected, 
data on states discloses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal aid 
to states and localities does not take 
into account the varying economic 
growth 
rates and 
fiscal 
pressures 
am ong the states and perhaps should 
be revam ped, a federal-state com ­ 
mission says. 
Statistics show that heavy federal 
spending in the West and South is 
difficult to reconcile with the fact that 
the burden of state taxes is heavier in 
the 
industrialized 
Northeast 
and 
Midwest, the Advisory Com m ittee on 
Intergovernm ental Relations said. 
But the comm ission, in a report 
released 
Friday, 
stopped 
short 
of 
recom m ending a wholesale change in 
the criteria upon which federal aid is 
channeled to the states. 
It 
conceded 
there 
are 
sound 
argum ents for a hands-off federal 
policy as opposed to one that gives a 
high priority to state and local tax 
burdens in the disbursem ent of federal 
monies. 
The 26-member panel, com prised of 
federal, state and local officials, was 
created by Congress in 1959 to monitor 
the operations of the federal system 
and 
recom m end 
im provem ents. 
It 
said: 
"Sim ilar to the discovery of city- 
suburb disparities in the 
1960s, 
a 


num ber of observers feel that findings 
such as these indicate the need for 
m ajor revisions in the federal aid 
system .” 
Using statistics that likened a sta te ’s 
tax 
burden 
to 
a 
person’s 
blood 
pressure, the commission found that 
taxpayers 
in 
highly 
industrialized 
urban states bear the heaviest and 
most steadily increasing state and local 
tax burdens. 
The study did not talk in term s of 
"tax load,” however. It defined tax 
burden as the ratio of state-local tax 
collections to resident personal income. 
The study com pared the 1975 tax 
burden with the average annual rate of 
increase or decrease in the tax burden 
between 1964 and 1975 by placing the 
two m easurem ents in a ratio for each 
state. Each state then was ranked in 
term s of the 1975 tax burden and the 
rate of change over the 11-year period. 
The 1975 tax burden was designated 
as 
the 
num erator 
or 
"systolic” 
reading, and the change between 1964 
and 
1975 was the denom inator or 
"diastolic” m easurem ent The median 
state had a rating of 100 over 100 
The study 
found 
variations that 
ranged from New Y ork’s 146 over 197, 
high and rising, to New H am pshire's 92 
over 152, low and rising.

Jesus stormy, historian says 


LONDON 
(AP) 
— Jesus 
Christ 
regarded himself as a failure, was 
spurned by his own family and finally 
was rejected by many of his disciples, 
according 
to 
a 
new 
book 
by 
a 
distinguished British scholar 
Jesus was not “ meek and mild,” as 
often portrayed, but was stormy and 
passionate by nature, says author 
Michael Grant in the book. “ Jesus.” 
published in London by Wiedenfeld and 
Nicholson 
Grant also concludes that Christ was 
not a revolutionary but was “ob­ 
sessively single-minded" in the belief 


that he had been chosen to usher in the 
“Kingdom of God.” 
Grant, 
a 
former 
Cambridge 
University 
classics 
professor 
and 
respected author of 30 historical works, 
has for years studied Christ as an 
historical figure. 
He said that in 
researching his book he used the 
disciplines of classical scholarship to 
take a fresh look at the four Gospels 
and the vast array of literature about 
Jesus. 


Jesus’ family had to apologize for his 
behavior, and he met the end he did 
New steel contract 
provides security 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Steel in­ 
dustry 
and 
labor 
negotiators 
are 
putting the final touches on a new 
contract that sources say includes a 
breakthrough toward the union’s goal 
of providing steelworkers with lifetime 
job guarantees 
Top 
officials 
of 
the 
United 
Steelworkers union predicted that they 
would 
have 
a 
complete 
contract 
package for consideration today by 600 
local union officers at a ratification 
meeting. 
The meeting was postponed twice 
Friday to allow the negotiators more 
time to reach agreement and avoid the 
need for binding arbitration 
Lloyd 
McBride. 
the 
union's 
president-elect, 
told 
reporters 
following a negotiating session Friday 
that the two sides were close enough to 
agreement 
to ask 
the ratification 
committee to remain here overnight. 
McBride 
confirmed 
that 
the 
negotiators for the union and the 
nation’s IO biggest steel producers had 
resolved the “lifetime” job guarantee 


issue, but offered no details. 
The union demanded a provision to 
guarantee job and income security 
protection for its 340,000 members 
against economic uncertainties during 
their working careers 
McBride said one problem area in­ 
volved a union demand to restrict the 
companies from contracting work to 
outsiders when it could be done by 
laidoff USW members. 
The other major unresolved area 
involved union efforts to bring some 
steel 
company 
subsidiaries 
under 
coverage of the national contract. 
There was no threat of a nationwide 
steel strike. Under an experimental 
negotiating agreement being tried for 
the second time,* the parties are 
required to submit unresolved issues to 
a panel of impartial arbitrators by 
April 20. 
Union officials have said that the 
strike ban and negotiating agreement 
would probably be abandoned in the 
future if this year’s contract had to go 
to arbitration.

only because of deliberate clashes with 
Jewish leaders that could have been 
avoided, Grant wrote 
The author, relying on the New 
English 
Bible, cites 
many 
Gospel 
passages for his theories. Among other 
passages, he points to Mark 6:4 and 
Matthew 13:57 as an admission by 
Jesus that he had failed to convert his 
own people, the Jews: “A prophet will 
always be held in honor except in his 
hometown and among his kinsmen and 
family.” 
As evidence of rejection by the 
disciples, he cites John 6:60, 6:66. 
“When Jesus was giving instruction in 
Capernaum, many of his disciples on 
hearing it exclaimed, “This is more 
than we can stomach. Why listen to this 
talk?...’ From that time on, many of his 
disciples withdrew and no longer went 
about with him .” 
Grant, who says he is inclined to view 
the miracles, the virgin birth, and the 
Resurrection as “legendary” stories, 
writes that after Christ’s death his 
name lived on largely because of word- 
of-mouth tales of his ability as an 
exorcist. 
The author rejects the theory that 
Jesus never really existed, but he takes 
no stand on his divinity. 
“The point is that Jesus, while on 
earth, was human, and that he gave us 
a revelation of the maximum effect 
that one human being has ever been 
able to exercise upon others,” Grant 
says. 
His life 
“was 
and 
permanently 
remains the most heartening thing 
which as ever happened to the human 
race,” Grant concludes.

Crime lab reports 
said often wrong 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Crim e labs 
often do poor work and som etim es are 
wrong about the evidence used against 
defendants in crim inal trials, a new 
governm ent study says. 
The report from the Law Enfor­ 
cem ent 
Assistance 
Administration, 
released 
today, 
said 
many 
crim e 
laboratores operated by state, local or 
federal governm ents m ake m istakes 
and overlook im portant features in 
com paring 
bloodstains, 
firearm s, 
glass, paint, soil and other item s used 
as evidence 
A lab technician’s court testim ony 
often is crucial in linking a defendant 
with a crim e. For exam ple, bloodstains 
on a defendant’s clothing are com pared 
with a victim 's blood type to determ ine 
w hether the defendant could have 
com m itted a m urder 
If the crim e lab is unable to m atch 
the blood, a guilty defendant m ay go 
free. If the lab technician m istakenly 
concludes that the blood m atches, an 
innocent defendant could be convicted. 
But the LEAA report offered no 
conclusions on the im pact of poor lab 
work on crim inal trials 
The report was based on findings in a 
three-year 
project 
to 
test 
the 
capabilities 
of 
240 
laboratories 
operated by federal, state and local law- 
enforcem ent agencies.

The report was dated April 4 and 
indicated plowing statewide for com 
and soybean acreage was about 60 per 
Russian wheat 
crop holds up 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Soviet 
Union may have lost considerably less 
winter grain to cold weather than had 
been previously thought likely by U S. 
experts, according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
‘‘Winterkill in the USSR of grains 
seeded in the fall of 1976 is believed to 
be a little below average, according to 
a recent report from Moscow," the 
department’s 
Foreign 
Agricultural 
Service said Thursday. 
"This estimate is supported by ob­ 
servations made in several major 
winter grain regions during mid-to-late 
March,” the agency said. "It appears 
that wheat suffered less from the ef­ 
fects of the past winter than barley ." 
According to USD A experts, the 
Soviet Union “normally” loses around 
15 per cent of its fall-planted grain to 
winterkill.” 
A month ago, before the latest in­ 
formation was available, it appeared to 
some USDA observers that up to 20 per 
cent of this season’s winter grain may 
have been lost. But they also pointed 
out that Russia increased plantings so 
much last fall that even with a 20 per 
cent loss the surviving acreage would 
be about average. 
Moreover, most Soviet grain comes 
from crops planted in the spring and 
the practice is to replant winter-killed 
fields at that time. Last year, for 
example, an estimated 25 per cent of 
the winter grain was lost, but Russian 
farmers replanted fields in the spring 
and went on to harvest a record ton­ 
nage of grain in 1976.

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Carter touchy over criticism

WASHINGTON (AP) — For a man 
who conceded in advance that he’d 
make 
mistakes. 
President 
Carter 
certainly has his people primed to 
dispute the suggestion that any might 
have occurred 
The latest hassle was over the 
possibility that U.S. miscalculation was 
a factor in Soviet rejection of ad­ 
ministration arms control proposals. 
The hassle was pointless. 
Certainly the mission of Secretary of 
State 
Cyrus 
R. 
Vance 
was 
not 
calculated to end the way it did, with 
Soviet leaders curtly spurning the 
proposals he took to Moscow. 
So 
somebody 
miscalculated 
somewhere That doesn’t make much 
difference, either. The Russians know 
why they rejected the Carter arms 
control plan, sending Vance home 
empty-handed. And the broader quest 
for a new strategic arms limitation 
agreement continues, slowed but not 
undone by the initial setback. 
The heated White House retort to 


even the hint of error doesn’t fit the 
advance billing of a president who has 
said repeatedly that he doesn’t know all 
the answers and is sure to make 
mistakes. 
He hasn’t really encountered tough 
criticism yet; nothing nearly so tough 
as his aides’ response to what is per­ 
ceived as criticism. 
They reacted sharply to a report that 
the President had not been able to 
make his promised cut of nearly one- 
third in the White House staff. That’s 
true, but the reporting of it nonetheless 
drew complaints from Carter’s men. 
That was a minor item compared 
with the day-long counter-offensive to 
reports of possible miscalculation in 
the approach to arms control talks. 
Sunday, in the White House Rose 
Garden, Vance and Carter answered 
questions: 
Q: “ Mr. Secretary, do you feel that 
the 
United 
States 
made 
any 
miscalculations at all in preparing for 
these talks?” 
A: “ No one can say that one never 
makes any miscalculations. I think that

we proceeded in a fair and appropriate 
way. I hope that in the long run people 
will see that that is a fact.” 
The Associated Press reported that 
Vance had declined to rule out U.S.

Within hours, White House Press 
Secretary Jody Powell was on the 
warpath, arguing in a crack-of-dawn 
telephone call to a reporter that this 
report was wrong and irresponsible 
The 
State 
Department’s 
chief 
spokesman said Vance had simply 
made 
an obvious comment about 
human fallibility. Vance said he had 
not meant to imply there was any 
possibility that miscalculation was a 
factor, and told the Cabinet on Monday 
that he did not believe there was any. 
Carter didn’t speak out himself. But 
the administration’s top spokesmen 
and the secretary of state do not join in 
such statements unless the President 
is* at minimum, annoyed. 
lf all of this proves anything, it is that 
the imperial presidency is not quite 
gone.

Dear Miss B.: 
Glaucoma is an eye condition 
in which there is an increased 
pressure of fluid within the 
eyeball: 
A simple test is quickly and 
painlessly 
done 
with 
a 
tonometer. This measures the 
pressure 
and 
shows 
the 
slightest increase of fluid 
tension. There are a number of 
different types of glaucoma. 
These are technical differences 
that can be identified only by 
eye specialists. 
As 
to 
treatment 
with 
marijuana, I, too, have read 
about and seen on television 
that highly publicized man who 
has glaucoma and who has been 
given legal permission to smoke 
marijuana because it benefits 
his eye condition. 
It’s difficult for me to believe 
that marijuana is the only form 
of treatment for his glaucoma. 
Even if it were, should he 
openly 
flaunt 
smoking 
marijuana on television talk 
shows? 


Any possible relationship

He 
thought South was asking about 
second round club control, and 
accordingly he bid five notrump 
to show the king. 
It was now South’s turn to 
misunderstand partner’s bid. 
He thought five notrump was 
the 
grand 
slam 
force, 
requesting him to bid seven 
spades if he had two of the three 
top trump honors. South had 
them, so he bid seven spades. 
All of which shows that if you 
saddle yourself with too many 
gadgets, the danger of misusing 
them is constant and anything 
may go wrong at any time. 
However, there was a happy 
outcome, at least from the 
North-South viewpoint. West, on 
lead with no clear-cut choice, 
led a club. Declarer won with 
the 
ace, 
drew 
trumps, 
established dummy’s hearts, 
and disposed of his diamond 
losers on the J-10-3 of hearts. So 
South scored 2,210 points for 
making a grand slam, instead of 
going down 300 with a diamond 
lead. 
At the other table, South got to 
four spades and made only four 
when West chose a diamond as 
his opening lead. The moral 
seems to be that sometimes it 
pays to misbid!
